China-South Viet Battles 
Spark New Asian Crisis

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — In 
about a month, Secretary of 
State Larry Conrad will know 
whether his political career has 
come to an abrupt end or if he 
has a. clear path, to seek re- 
election. 
The first meeting was held 
this week of a special committee 
created by the Democratic State 
Central Committee to probe the 
so-called “ master plan” for his 
political career. Some commit­ 
tee members said, they hope to 
be able to reach a conclusion 
within the next month. 
The four members of the spe­ 
cial committee were selected 
from a list of about 30 Demo­ 
cratic leaders by the Democra­ 
tic 
State Central 
Committee. 
The full list included some pro­ 
posed members offered by Con­ 
rad and some by the state com­ 
mittee. Best indications are that 
one of the four finally picked 
for the difficult assignment was 
from Conrad’s list, and the oth­ 
er three from the committee 
list. 
i ,)>♦ ., It \ Hoyv 
Conrad accepted the offer oi 
the state committee for such a 
probe into the authorship of the 
document sent anonymously to 
many party leaders and politi­ 
cal reporters. While the docu­ 
ment is labeled as a plan for 
Conrad’s political future, it also 
contains derogatory comments 
on about 300 persons, including 
politicians, labor leaders a n d 
news reporters. 
Conrad 
immediately 'labeled 
the “ master plan” a hoax and 
said he never before had seen 
it and. regarded it as “the most 
slanderous, libelous concocted 
instrument with crass and in­ 
sensitive disregard for peronal- 
ties and ultmate efects which I 
have ever seen.” 
Conrad sought federal a n d 
state police investigations Into 
the document but was t u r n e d 
down. One State Police Board 
member put the mater t h i s 
way: “It seems more Democrats 
who don’t like you are trying 
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to shoot you down. It is a little 
like Watergate. 1 won’t see the 
state police being involved.” 
By putting the investigation 
into the hands of his own party, 
Conrad is, for all practical pur­ 
poses, staking his next political 
decision about seeking re-elec­ 
tion on the outcome. 


Ex-Judge in Group 
The members say they intend 
to conduct a “straightforward” 
investigation into the facts and 
will make their f'indngs public 
when it is completed. Among

port. based on facts. 
If the report fails to clear the 
air despite the best intentions 
of the fact-finders, then. Conrad 
may find a reluctance among 
his fellow-Democrats to risk hav­ 
ing him on ticket, with them... 
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
